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POLITICAL ASSESSMENTS. 


SotLe years ago Congress passed what 


is known as the Civil Service Act, the 
object of which is to secure competent 
persons for Federal positions regardless 
of their political opinions. 
The bosses 


and 
professional 
politicians 
always 


looked with disfavor on tho Act because 
it interfered with their burliness. 
They 


did not want men appointed to positions 
nniier the Government which they provec 
themselves at competitive examinations 
qualified to fill, as they wanted sucl 
places distributed as rewards for polit 
ical services. A clause, in the Civil Ser 
vice Act prohibits the levying of polit 
ical assessments on Federal employes 
This clause has been utterly ignored by 
National and State 'Central Committee* 
The men who run these political ma 
chines claimed the right to assess thosi 
who held Federal official' positions, th 
money collected from that source being 
used as a campaign fund to assist tin 
party in power. 
Some of the member 


of th.e Commission appointed to carr; 
out the provisions of the Civil Service 
A.ct objected, and as the politicians per 
sisted in collecting assessments, ther 
was a clash of authority. 
The Suprem 


Court of the United States held that the 
Act was constitutional, and that it forbic 
Government employes to solicit or re 
ceive money from each other for politica 
purposes. 
This, however, did not dete 


the politicians 
from collecting 
from 


clerks and employes in the departments 
custom houses, etc , so the Commission 
proceeded in the name of the Unitec 
States against Charles Newton, one o 
the collectors, for violating tho Civi 
Service Act. The case was appealed on 
demurrer to the Supreme Court of th 
District of Columbia. 
That court over 


ruled the demurrer and held that a) 
solicitations for political-purposes within 
Government buildings are unlawful. 


Commissioner Thompson of the Civi 


Service Commission thinks the effect wil 
be to practically stop political assess 
ments and leave Government employe 
free to contribute or not, as they see fit 
to campaign funds. 
It is a complet* 


vindication of the course of the Coinmis 
sion which holds that no person in ti>e 
employ of the United States should be 
discharged for refusing to pay assess 
ments for political purposes. 


CONGRESS AND THE NKXT PKBSI 


DENT. 


Governor-elect Flower of New York 


has written a congratulatoiy letter t 
Mayor Chopin of Brooklyn, 
who has 


been elected to Congress, in which h 
gives his views on the political situation 
He says upon the action of the preaen 
Congress will depend the election of the 
next President. 
If it succeeds in rcduc 


ing the expenditures of the Go/ornmbni 
$100,000,000 or more, thus making r 
surplus by which the next administra 
tion can revise the tariff, it will have 
given us an issue that will wia before 
the people. 
"You will find," says Mr 


Flower, "the revenues of the Governmen 
mortgaged to the extent of $10,000,000 
in the shape of a sugar bounty, and no 
man knows how'mueh more for shipping 
bounties. 
It will be more credit to you 


and your colleagues if you can show a 
the end of the first session that economy 
has been the watchword of the Democ 
racy, and an easy victory*will await the 
party in 1892." 


Mr. Flower, who was a member of the 


last Congress, which appropriated more 
money than would pay the nationa 
debt, through no fault of his, as he voted 
against every extravagant measure, anc 
knows-something of the popular feeling 
on the subject. 
The people of the Em 


pire State endorsed his course, and he 
takes it for granted that the people ol 
the United States will endorse the party 
of economy at the next Presidential 
election. 


Flower, aa Congressman, made an ex 


cellent record. He introduced measures 
which did not pass, and voted for others, 
among them a free coinage bill, which 
met the same fate, though all were good. 
His constituents in New York appreci 
ated his services and elected him Gov- 
ernor of that State by the largest ma 
jority given a candidate for twenty years, 
save when the nomination of Folger by 
Federal influence gave Cleveland a walk- 
over. 
He is a sound, sensible, success- 


full business man who has risen from the 
common walks of life to the highest posi- 
tion in the gift of the people of the 
greatest State in the Unioi;, and his ad- 
vice to Congressmen deserves their most 
careful consideration.

The Farmers' Alliance Captured. 


INDIANAPOLIS, November 19.—One point 


in yesterday's proceedings of tbe Alliance 
escaped the press till an early hour this 
morning. That was tbe committal of the 
Supreme Council to a third party move- 
ment. 
This came about through tbe 


adoption ol a resolution Instructing the 
Alliance members of Congress to enter tbe 
party canoasse*. 


The net result ot to-day'rf session of the 


farmers' organizations are that the Peo- 
ple's Party has captured the Alliance and 
the Alliance has split on .the sub-Treasury 
scheme. 


The Etecutive Committee ol tbe nnti- 


•nb-Treasnry party will ot once begin the 
work of organizing a new Alliance. The 
capture of the Alliance by tbe People's 
Party, while practically accomplished gome 
days ago, was not apparent until to-day 
when President Folk was unanimously 
re-elected, J. H. Louoks ol South Dakota 
was chosen Vice President, J. H. Turner 
re-elected Secretary and Treasurer and J, 
F. Willetts of Kansas elected National 
Lecturer. 
Folk iu his annual address 


Tuesday night so severely condemned the 
old parties, and so strongly indicated his 
tendencies to the People's Party move- 
ment that his re-election in regarded as a 
great victory for tbe People's Party. The 
committee on confederation of varions in- 
dustrial organizations at a meeting to-day 
referrfld to tbe sub-Treusnry Cormnttee, 
consisting of Messrs. Ferrell, Tuubent-ck 
and Banmgartntr, the question ol calling 
a congress of all the labor and indnatiinl 
classes to meet February 22od next. 


When tbe assembly convenes it will 


draw up a platform, declarations and de- 
mands, and tbe two great political partiea 
will be requested to give them considera- 
tion and endorsement. It ia not expected 
that the two great parties will cot take any 
notice of these demands, and the way will 
remain clear for the People's Party to call 
a convention and adopt tbe formulated de- 
mands of tho confederated labor assembly 
as its platform. This is the plan of action 
now determined CD by the People's Party. 
Tha Confederate Assembly of Industrial 
Unions, as it ia called, aims for tbe consol- 
idation of all laboring classes and subse- 
quent diversion ol the whole strength of 
the gigantic combination into tbe ranks of 
tbe third party. 


Will Investigate Poker Tom's Death, 


BIUDQEPOBT, Oal,, November 19.— A 


Grand Jury was impaneled in the Superior 
Court here yesterday. 
Judge Virdens 


charged them to investigate the death of 
Poker Tom, the Indian who waa found 
dead some months ago, as well as tbe kill- 
ing by Indiana of a Chinaman named Ah 
Quong Tia, whom tb«y believed to be 
guilty ol murdering Tom, and whom they 
tortured to death ag punishment. 


The Judge added in this connection, it 


has been asserted and published brondoast 
that the officers of this county court were 
present in Bridgeport and neglected to per- 
form their sworn drty as peace officers, re-' 
fleeting not only deeply upon inch officers, 
but casting disgrace upon tbe county itself. 
This also demands your serious considera- 
tion. It has al«o been publicly charged 
that tbe attorneys, also officers ot this 
court, have unlawfully embezzled a portion 
oC the property of the deceased Ah Quong 
Tia. This also demands at your hands 
careful investigation, 


Hawaiian Affair*. 


BALTIMORE, November 19.—Oelso Cceaar 


Moreno, the Washington American agent 
of the National Party of Hawaii, was in 
Baltimore last night. 
He had several 


letters from the leader of that party in 
Honolulu that te'i of a strong political fer- 
meut there. Th* Hawaiian leader, who 
was one of the revolutionists in 1890, 
asks Mareno to see Secretary of Stale 
Elaine and find out what attitude tbe 
United States would assume to war J a a 
proposed change of government if effected 
In the Paein»islands. Bin letter also par 
ticularly begs that tho Secretary will keep 
bis hands oS the domestic* affairs of the 
Hawaiian?, ana tbat he will not permit

About Furnace*. 


In placing your furnace in your new 


house, always remember that lateral 
pipes never give out much heat. The 
hot air must invariably .ascend to pro- 
duce a current, and therefore we sec 
very of ten a register in the third stiry 
giving out splendid heat, when in Uie 
extension library, -where -warmth is par- 
ticularly desired, the air of the room IB 
hardly affected at all. In a large conn- 
try house it would really be better to 
have two small furnaces rather than 
one large one. 
Less coal would be 


used to more purpose, and they would 
not be much moro troublesome to tend 
than is one. But if you have two, do 
not make the mistake of putting them 
side by side, as was done in a very large 
house near New York. This simply in- 
tensified tbe heat in the same part of the 
bouse without carrying it into the wings, 
where it was chiefly needed,—New York 
Tribune. 


An Aoroimat's Experience. 


A story is told of the thrilling ex- 


perience of a veteran aeronaut with a 
bald eagle and a Connecticut constable.

A GREAT MAN GONE. 


The Late Col. Don Piutt. 


The death o! Dontiatt, atMac-o-Ohee, 


Ohio, on November 12, was a complete sur- 
prise to bis friends, as the indisposition 
trom which he bad been suffering wan not 
regarded as dangerous. 


Donn Piatt was bora in. Cincinnati June 


19, 1819. He prepared tor the Hw, and was 
elevated to the Common Fleas bench at a 
very early age. From tbe bench be passed 
to the place of Secretary oi Legation at 
Paris, where for nearly a year subsequently 
he was ^Charge d'Affaires. He made the 
legation headquarters for tbe Red Repub- 
licans. Pierre Soule, Louis Blanco and 
many other prominent Radicals were 
bis fast friend!). When the civil war broke 
out ha volunteered as a private. He was 
elected captain, and at night studied over 
the drill which he Rave next day. Gen. 
Sohenck offered him choice of positions on 
hia staff and he served under that gentle- 
man until nearly the close of the war. He 
was in tbe first and second battles of Bull 
Run, at Cross Keys and McDowell's. Sec- 
retary Stanton put him on the court that 
investigated the loss of Harper's Ferry, ana 
be wrote tbe finding of the court. He wn» 
then made Judge-Advocate of tbe commis- 
sion that investigated Gen. Baell. As Chief 
of Staff under Gen. Sohenok be treed the

THE LODI 
FRATRICIDE. 


Particulars of the Murder of Alfred 


Welch. 


The Anatln Advocate gives the follow 


ing relative to tbe killing of Alfred Welch 
Superintendent and owner of the Lod 
mines, in Nye county, by his brother 
Manuel Welch: 


Last Saturday, Alfred said that be was 


going to Downeyville after his brother 
Manuel, who had arrived at tbe latte 
place, and would return that evening 
wbioh he did, bringing bis brother with 
him. Sunday morning the two brother 
sat at the same table to breakfast and 
seemed to all appearances to be on arnica 
ble terms. Tbe two men arose from th 
table together and went to Alfred's hods 
and were there bnt a few minutes when 
Mr. Bodinna—who waa standing about 5 
yards from tbe house—saw a man standin 
in tbe door, when all of a sudden the man 
in the door fell on tbe outside as though h 
had been struck. 
Mr. Bodinna did no 


hear the pistol shot. About tbe time b 
saw tbe man fall, Elgie, a nephew of tbi 
deceased, came up where he, Bodiona, wa 
standing, and on being told what had oo 
onrred proceeded to tbe bouse and fonn 
that bis uncle Alfred had been shot throng 
the heart by Manuel. 


Mr. Bodinna thinks that the pistol mns 


have been held very close to tbe decease; 
as his clothes were badly burned and tha 
those who heard the shot say that it had 
muffled sound and no attention was paic 
to it. The pistol used was of small cali 
her. 


Tbe cause of the shooting is not known 


as the murderer offered no explanation, bu 
seemed to be graatly excited, and he sai 
he waa going to Downeyville to give him 
self up to tbe authorities, which be did, an 
was taken to lone and placed in jail. Sun 
day an inquest was held over the remain 
but revealed nothing as to tbe cause of tb 
killing, hot charged Manuel Welch wit 
killing Alfred Welch without cause orprov 
ocation. 


Monday evening Louis Welch and Jame 


Collins arrived in Austin with the remain 
of the deceased, which were placed in Fire 
man's Hall and embalmed by the physi 
oians and undertaker. 


Wednesday morning the remains wer 


shipped to Illinois for burial, Louis Welch 
a brother, accompanying tbe remains.
